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Neighbouring seniors appealing daycare move 

Some residents don't want noise nearby

Residents near the proposed site of a daycare in town 
are trying to prevent the move. 

The College Green Homeowners Association and 
Norm Charles, a College Green resident, are formally 
appealing a municipal planning commission decision to 
allow Kidz Playhouse Daycare to move to the lower 
level of the College Green Medical Centre on 20 Avenue. 

Charles, whose backyard faces the yard where the 
children would play, said he’s appealing the move 
because he’s worried about noise and devaluation of his 
property. 

“I bought my home with the full intentions that there 
would be no children allowed,’’ he said. 

College Green residences are for seniors only, and 
Charles said sharing a backyard with a daycare goes 
against the intended purpose of the complex. 

Several neighbouring seniors also opposed the move 
before the planning commission made its decision. 

Since then, others have voiced their support for the 


daycare. 

Corrie Tomlinson, co-owner of Kidz Playhouse, said 
she didn’t expect opposition to the move. 

“It was a big shock for us. Quite a few of our parents

were up in arms,” she said. 

“We didn't think we’d have a problem with anybody. 
Who could complain about a school or preschool or 


daycare coming into their community?" 

Tomlinson said the move will allow Kidz Playhouse to 
triple the number of children it can care for. She said 
she’s hopeful the move will be allowed, and she’s willing 
to work with neighbours about their concerns. 

“I think in the end if it does go through they’re going 
to find that it’s not as bad as they’re thinking it will be," 
she said. “Children laughing outside is not a nuisance 
noise. It’s a happy noise." 

She said the daycare already has a waiting list, and the 
move would create much-needed daycare spaces in 
Didsbury. 

The appeal hearing is scheduled for May 31 at 6 p.m. 
in the town office. 

The daycare can’t move until after the subdivision and 
development appeal board makes a decision. 

Tomlinson said she and her business partner, Shirley 
Doell, are ready to finalize the purchase of the medical 
centre space as soon as possible. “Basically, we’re ready 
to remove all our conditions but we’re waiting for the 
appeal date," she said. “There’s nothing holding us up 
except this appeal."

Tax notices are going out this week 
and Didsbury residents shouldn’t be in 
for a shock when they get the bill. 

“The average residential rate payer, 
unless their assessment went up more 
than 28.75 per cent, wouldn’t see an 
increase in their taxes,” said Mayor 
Dorothy Moore. “Now that doesn’t mean 
that some won’t. It would depend on 
what their assessment ... would’ve been 
at Dec. 31, 2006.* 

The town reduced the residential mill 
rate to eight mills, down from 10.3 last 
year. 

The Alberta School Foundation requi¬ 
sition increased by about 

$10,000, but the residential education 


tax rate went down slightly, to three 
mills from four. 

The non-residential education tax rate 
is 4.0 mills, also down slightly from last 
year. 

The total tax rate including municipal, 
education and seniors’ housing taxes is 
11 mills for residential and farmland and 
14 mills for non-residential. 

These are the values per thousand dol¬ 
lars of market value assessment. 

Didsbury’s 2007 budget totals just over 
seven million dollars, with four million 
raised through municipal taxes. 

“Between the growth and the assess¬ 
ment increase, we were able to cover 
our obligations,” said Moore. “We also 
are very careful with our fiscal responsi¬ 
bilities and we try to be as economical 
as we can on the rate payers’ behalf.”

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS—GREEN BIN COMPOSTING PROGRAM 

1. How do I keep nty green bin from smelling? 

There is a smell of composting when the bins are opened, but if they are stored with 
the lids closed it shouldn t he noticeable. The bins are vented and are meant for out¬ 
door storage. It is not recommended to store your green bin in your garage or in a 
sunny location. 

2. How do I clean my green bin? 

It is recommended that residents hose out their bins once or twice a year. 

3. When I clean my bin, won't the water be contaminated? 

This hasn t been an issue in any other community ’.v that this program is operating in. 
There has been no evidence of any cross-contamination of material. 

4. Can I put cat and/or dog feces in the bin? 

Yes. as long as it is not in a plastic bag. Animal shavings from cages and sawdust are 
NOT allowed in the compost bins. 

5. Can I put grass clippings, twigs and branches in the bin? 

Grass clippings and tMigs no wider than your little finger are allowed in the bins. 
Branches and stumps can be taken to the landfill site.

“These are the types of meetings you’ll 
be going to, this is our organization 
structure,” she said. “So when you 
decide to let your name stand for a 
Town of Olds councillor, you need to 
know that you’re committed to attend 
this, this and this.” 

Dahl said the session is meant to make 
sure that every candidate knows before 
the election the time commitment 
involved. 

“It’s a true picture of what it takes to 
be an elected official. For every meeting 
that you have, there’s a committee meet¬ 
ing or there’s a sub (committee) meeting 
so there’s at least a 40 per cent contin¬ 
gency of time allotment that you need 
that's a hidden one,” she said. 

Following the election in October 
there will be another session for suc¬ 
cessful candidates, giving them a primer 
on the Municipal Government Act. 

The June 14 session will begin at 7 
p.m.

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Plan approval paves way for 600 homes 

Council addresses higher-density concerns in approval

Plans for Didsbury’s new hundred-acre subdivision 
are now in place but some residents are concerned 
about the size of the development. 

Town council gave second and third reading to the 
neighbourhood structure plan for Fieldstone, a subdi¬ 
vision that will eventually see up to 600 single-family 
homes in the southwest corner of town. 

“I, personally, don’t feel the town is ready for that 
great population moving in," said Ed Smith, who lives 
on Westpoint Drive, bordering the site. 

“We do not have a good taxpaying business section in 
town. We rely only on taxes from housing and it isn’t 
enough to support the amount of money we’re going to 
have to put out to put in roads to upgrade our water 
system and our sewer system and our schools.” 

Before approving the plan, council yielded to neigh¬ 
bours’ concerns about higher-density development in 
their backyards. All lots adjacent to Westpoint Drive 
must be zoned Rl, a lower density than the rest of the 
subdivision, which is R2. 

“We were concerned that they wouldn’t be putting 


duplexes in behind our houses," said Ron Boyko, who 
lives on Westpoint Drive, adding that he’s happy with 
the change but still concerned with the size of the sub¬ 
division.

“We’re happy with what is going in behind us,” said 
Smith. “At least I think we are. We’ll know better when 
they get it built." 

Council also amended the neighbourhood structure 
plan to increase the overall project density to five to 
seven units per acre, up from four to seven. Coun. 
Ernie Ryckman said this would help achieve council’s 
goal of a density of 5.3 units per acre for future devel¬ 
opment in town. 

The first phase of Fieldstone will see the construc¬ 
tion of 159 new homes - 101 “starter" and 58 “move- 
up” - developed at a higher density than most of 


Didsbury’s older residential areas. 

The subdivision will be bordered by Westpoint Drive, 
23 Street, 7 Avenue and Mountain View Estates. 

Consultants from the City of Airdrie made several 
recommendations on the plan before it was approved, 
including designating a section of land environmental 
reserve to preserve the small creek running through 
the property. 

The consultants recommended constructing side¬ 
walks on both sides of the subdivision’s two main 
roads, but the plan includes a pedestrian and bike path 
on one side only. 

The plan includes green space running east-west 
across the subdivision, with two large parks, pathways 
connecting to the rest of town, and a small commercial 
area on 7 Avenue. 

Nearly half the land in the plan is undeveloped, with 
room for about 400 more lots. 

Rezoning and subdivision of the land are the next 
steps in the development, owned by Didsbury 
Developments Ltd., a division of Montreal-based 
Steckmar National Realty. 

Representatives from Didsbury Developments have 
said they hope to start construction in August.

The facts about mammography 

Testing recommended for women over 50 


1. A mammogram is an X-ray of the breast. 

2. There are two types of mammograms: 
screening and diagnostic 

3. Screening mammograms check for abnor 
malities that may be breast cancer. 

4. Diagnostic mammograms are performed 
when an abnormality has been found. 

5. Women age 50 and over should have a 
screening mammogram every two years or as 
recommended by their doctor. (Age is the 
main risk factor for breast cancer; 80 per cent 
of cases occur in women over 50.) 

6. Many studies have shown that regular 
screening mammography among women age 
50 to 69 reduces breast cancer deaths. 

7. For women 40 to 49, research findings about 
mammography are less clear. Some studies 
have shown that mammography is beneficial 
in this age group while other studies have 
shown no benefit. 


8. Four X-rays are usually taken for each screen 
ing mammogram appointment. 

9. For each X-ray, the breast is compressed (flat 
tened) for a few seconds. Compression does 
not damage breast tissue. 

10. Mammograms use a low level of radiation, less 
than a chest X-ray. 

11. All mammograms are free of charge and 
Screen Test screening mammograms do not 
require a doctor’s referral for women 40 or 
more years old. 

12. Many women get mammograms because of a 
friend’s encouragement. Be a breast friend to a 
woman in your life - pass this on to her!

Immunity induced by vac¬ 
cines is as effective as immunity 
induced by disease with far fewer side 
effects. The diseases that are vaccinat¬ 
ed for carry a great risk of causing 
harm. For example the price paid for 
natural infection may include birth 
defects from rubella, liver cancer from 
Hepatitis B, flesh-eating disease from 
chicken pox or inflammation of the 
brain from measles. Expected side 
effects from vaccines are mild and may 


include: local irritation, fever and/or 
mild rash. The risks associated with 
vaccine are much fewer and much less 
severe then those associated with dis¬ 
ease.
